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True child of Sree Rairtakrisihiia 
that he is, he has aevur courted name and faiDe- 
rie wa[i simpjy content to carry on Hri lihaga- 
vau's. work silently and unostentatiously. 

Now that, after Jong and arduous woi'kj he 
has practically retired from active life and the 
beneficent results of his work stand out prt}^ 
mincntly in different parts qf the Jand, we feci 
it our duty to place before the Public a short 
and connected account of what our beloved 
Acharya has done for the great and lasting 
good of the countryn And this, we think, is just 
the time for it when this period of his %vor]i 
synchronises with the close of th e cej^tenarv-o f 
Bl ^gav au Sree Ram akrish na which the whole 
world is 1^0w celebrating, 

j\Vheii the illustrious Swaini Vivekatiauda 
vvas leaving Madras, after his return from the 
weah Piofesaor Sundara Kama Iyer asked him 
if he would continue his wo]'k in the south, 
"Have no doubt about that'* came the Swa* 
mijis ready reply, "1 shall take some rest in 
the Hlmalayfiii region and then burst on the 
country like an avalanche.” In Kerala, he did 
burst like an avslanche through the personality 


of his beloved gurubhai, the revered Swami 
NirmaianandajiTj 


After an austere life of study and sadliana 
in the Mutt at Baranagore and of hard tapasya 
in the Himalayas for long yeais, the Swami, 
had at the request of Swami Abhedanandaji, 
gone to America In 1903 to help the propaga¬ 
tion there of the teachings of Vedanta as in¬ 
terpreted by '"Sree Ramakrishna and Swami 
Vivekananda. Spreading tlie light, lie stayed 
there for i years. Retuming to India, he 
Iravclled widely in Northei n India^ broadcast' 
ing the teachings of the Vedanta wherever he 
went. Combining in himself to a remarlEable 
degree the high spirituality of the east with the 
intense practicality of the west^ he was chosen 
by the Swami Brahmauandaji Maharaj, the 
spiritual son of Sree Kamakrishna, to take up 
the worl^ of the Bangalore Ashrama and radiate 
the light of tlie Master*s teachings from that 
centre. 


The Swami’a inspiring personality soon 
stirred the ejithusiasm'of the i^ublie of Banga¬ 
lore. With their loving co-operation and by 
dint of the Swamiji"!? strenuous exertions the 
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A shram a grew rapitUy and became fine of t!ie 
premier institutions of the ktiid in the whole of 
[ndia. The Swami^s name and the report of 
his selfless work could not fail to reach Kerala 
where the breath of I'ejuvenation that hssued 
from Dakshineswar had already stirred laome 
noble soiilft. 

■s^hey had formed Religious As-soc Eat ions in 
Trivandi'iim^ Thiruvalla, Haripftd and othe]' 
places. They used to meet regularly to sUidy 
worlis of Swami Vive ka nan da and otlier saci'ud 
Isooks and to hold dlscouraea and di:5cussions on 
religious isubjects. Actuated by a desire for fur' 
tlier enlighteriment and inapiratiou from per¬ 
sonal contact with the direct disciples of the 
master, the Association at Harip>ad requested 
the SwamE Nirmalananda ji to blesa them by his 
holy presence at the time of the local celebra¬ 
tion of the janmathithi of Bhagavan Hree 
Ramakrishnii in the nionth of February 1911. 
The Swami kindly gratited their reque&t acid

In the very same year the elite of Bada* 
gara in North Malabar requested the SwEtmi to 
be kind . enough to visit that place* The 
Swami acceded to the request ai^d on his arrivEil 
was given a magnificent receptio]^ He spent ‘ 
a couiilc of days at the place. It w'as here 
that the managers of the Vogimadhoin at ^ 
Ouilandy had the good fortune to meet the 
Swami and to entertain the idea of hctiuling 
over the Madhom to the Swami for the puspotie 
of establishing an x'kshrma. The idea was 
realised two years later. 

The Swami visited Malabar again in 1914. 


This time a devotee of Sree Swami Brahtna- 
nandaji requested Swamiji to grace Ottapalam 
by his presence. The Swiimiji kindly agreed 
to do sOf and oct his way to Travancore 
liroke the journey at Ottapalam and stayed 
there for a couple of days. There also 
many persons were liighly benefited by the 
Swami's presence. His conversations ^er£x as 
uauab a feast of re as on and a flow of soul . 
The devotees w^ere so charmed by his heroic 
personality that they requested him to include 
Ottapalam also in bis programme of annual 
tours ^ a]id the Swami coirdescended to do so. 
His. influence took such deep roots that before 
long scores of families and hundreds of souls 
took shelter at hiis Holy feet and the A^hiEima 
at Ottapalam had a quick and wonderfnl 
growth. 

Krom Ottapalam the Swaitit proceeded to 
Travancore via Brnaculam and Sbertalai. ^^n 
his way he stayed at AlJeppey for a few days 
and held conversations with the infelJigentJ^-ia 
of the place at the Rama Varma Club.

The Lit^tiillalion of the Trivandrum A&hra-
